W h eth e r “brum by" is n survival of 
the aboriginal name for a wild horse or 
a corrup tion of “unbranded,” ap p ears i 
to be a question which philologists have i 
left undecided, but brumby hunting is 
still a favorite sport 
in 
New 
South 
Wales. 
D istricts like the Clarence and 
Ste­ 
phens and ".Manning river w atershed are 
still the home of numerous droves of ' 
brumbies, and hunting them is declared I 
to be a very exhilarating p astime. 
The 
first step taken is to stake out a corral 
and m ake all secure except a narrow en- , 
trance, which can subsequently be gated. 
On either side of the entrance and p ro­ 
jecting 
from 
it 
funuelwise a “ booby i 
fence” is prepared. 
To th e simple minded brum by it 
sum ably 
looks 
like 
a 
atoekade, 
pieces of fluttering cotton m ake it 
imp regnable. 
W hen this is ready 
young bloods, well mounted, gallop 
and round up the wild horses, 
— them with slu>ut*~Aud much 
ping of stock whips toward the 
of the funnel. 
In a group of brumbies there is al­ 
ways * leader, and when,once the h u nt­ 
ers have got the leader heading for the 
corral they are p retty certain of the rest 
of the drove. 
T he fluttering cotton rags 
of the sham fence are sufficient to deter 
the brum bies from breaking through tue 
flimsy barriers, and in less time than it 
takes to tell the wild horses are safely 
corralled ami the big gate shut on them. 
Then they are left for f« » ur and tw enty 
hours w ithout food and w ater to reflect 
on the situation, and 
fter th a t they 
can be broken in without much difficulty.

P rof. A lfred Clum in the Cleveland 
Medical Jou rnal says it has now been 
definitely decided th a t it is illegal to 
op erate on any p atient w ithout his or 
her consent, even if the p atient be a 
m arried w om an whose husband w ants 
the op eration p erformed.

The European ring snake is closely al­ 
lied to our common water snake and goes 
by the scientific name Tronidonotus na* 
trix. 
furiously enough, all other mem­ 
bers of the genus Tropidonotus are vivi­ 
parous, and this species alone lays
